Greece appealed for aid from the 
United States and other “free coun­ 
tries’’ in her struggle against Italy 
today as evidence mounted that the 
Rome-Berlin axis may be planning 
a new explosion in southeast Eu­ 
rope. 
The Greek press m inister, 
H ico 
Nlcoloudis, directed the appeal es­ 
pecially to the United States 
and 
Britain, declaring th at his country 
was 
lighting 
a 
nation six tim es 
greater in war m aterials and th a t 
tile world should not be misled by 
current Greek successes In the field. 
He compared Greece's present sit­ 
uation with the position of Finland 
in the war with Russia a year ago, 
adding: 
“We won’t make the same mis­ 
take as heroic Finland, which, con­ 
tent with her first successes, failed 
to ask help from abroad." 
Britain has already pledged all 
possible help to 
the little 
Aegean 
kingdom. 
Hitler’s Aim 
Adolf Hitler is rapidly forging an 
“axis em pire” in Europe, it became 
increasingly clear today, attem pt­ 
ing step by step to array a whole 
continent in political ties against 
G reat Britain. 
In 
Bucharest, 
dispatches 
from 
Berlin to the Rum anian press her­ 
alded “a great 
m ilitary 
offensive 
against Greece, Egypt and 
Africa 
by Germ any and Italy.’’ 
Amid a new flurry of diplomatic 
activity, presumably bringing Bul­ 
garia and Hungary within the axis 
fold, the G erm an fuehrer was evi­ 
dently drawing his lines swiftly to 
present B ritain with a fait accom­ 
pli of European ‘‘unity.’’ 
DNB,

agency, disclosed th a t Hungary is 
next on the list for axis discussions 
—starting 
in

tomorrow— 
and that King Borts of Bulgaria se­

It says, as you well know, sir, in the 
very first Article, the very first 
clause, of the Bill of Rights: ‘Con­ 
gress shall make no law respecting 
an establishm ent of

prohibiting the free exercise thereof.' 
This law by putting a penalty of a 
Jail sentence, or a fine, prohibits, sir, 
the free exercise of religion. 
The 
Bill very happily has made good and 
sound provision for the conscientious 
objector to war, but it has not rn atle 
provision for the conscientious ob­ 
jector to Hoe Draft. 
"On point (3) the Burke-W ads- 
worth Law conflicts with the original 
spirit and meaning of the Constitu­ 
tion as our forefathers wrote it—of 
course those were horse and buggy 
d ay s—and as we m ust interpret it 
today if we want to m aintain a free 
democracy and leave dictatorship to 
crumbling, poverty-stricken.

Indeed, in this little volume, the brevity 
of the sayings of Jesus is emphasized by the 
several reporters who added to the record, 
so that to take the mere story of Jesus in 
its completeness is to offer to the world the 
moat glowing and inspired short story of a 
single figure put into words. But that story 
is more than a story—it is a philosophy of 
life, a spiritual guide to all conduct, and 
deathless in its truths. 
Iii this tiny book, as you read, you feel 
that you are actually campaigning w'ith 
Jesus, walking with him as he journeys, as 
he heals the sick, as he gives hope and com­ 
fort to the sorrowful, and as he continually 
opens up the light to those who w-alk in 
spiritual darkness. 
What a world this would be if this small 
book. “The Sayings of Jesus,” could be but 
owned and read daily by us all—and its 
teachings inculcated into the fibre of our 
being! Then there would be no hatred, no 
bitterness among nations—no war at all. 
Each of us then would strive to help the 
other up.

The Literary Guidepost 
By John Selby 


“JIMMY HAKE: NEWS PHOTOGRAPHER," by Cecil 
Carnes; (Macmillan: $3). 
JIMMY HARE is in his 80's and his life covers the 
whole history of news photography. 
It almost 
covers the history of photography itself, as well, since 
when Hare wus a boy of 16 in hjs father's camera 
manufactory in England tile only cameras available 
were wet plate affairs which could not be taken afield 
without a small curt to carry tent, tubs of water, 
chemicals and such. 
The young Hare disagreed early with his father, 
who was an English Quaker and constitutionally op­ 
posed to change He disagreed to the point of emi­ 
gration, and soon he and hts family were established 
in the G reenport section of Brooklyn. But not be­ 
fore Hare had taken what Cecil Cames, who tells the 
story in “Jimmy Hare: News Photographer,’’ thinks 
may have been the world's first snapshot. Hare wanted 
a picture of a balloon ascension in London, celebrat­ 
ing the centenary of free ballooning. Tile crowd was 
very large and, in exasperation, he took his box from 
the tripod, held It over ills head, and fired away. The 
picture was excellent. 
Hare did a number of things very well in America. 
But the first tiling the world knew much about was 
his career in the 8 pa utah-American war. He walked 
into tile office of Collier's one day and made the 
editor such an attractive proposition that he was 
sent to Cuba to photograph the sunken Maine and 
whatever else he could find. Jimmy knew, of course, 
that wur would follow. It did, and his photographs 
were not only uniformly good, but timely. He even 
got the Jump on the photographic sob-sisters who jerk 
tears with pictures of downtrodden humanity—he got 
the first pictures ol tile Cuban reconcentrados In the 
horrible concentration camps set up by the Spanish 
He established a legend by walking up Kettle hill 
wldle oui- soldiers were crawling up: this he con­ 
tinued to do through the Russo-Japanese war, through 
heaven knows how many dangerous affairs later, and 
in the first World war. When he wanted a picture 
of a street corner fight in Juarez he simply walked 
into Hie open and took it, banking on his opinion that 
excited Mexicans usually missed their targets. 
Mr. Carnes had what bridge players used to call 
a “pianola" in Die career of Jimmy Hare. But he 
has done more than a merely adequate job of trans­ 
i t i n g this unique career from action Into print, and 
the illustrations are of course excellent.

After a three clay’s sail we were back at Titusville again. Monday, 
January 23rd, we bade Budd farewell and resumed our Journey north­ 
ward. At Palatka w-e stopped off and took the train to St. Augustine, 
that Quaint old Spanish city. Stopped at the Plaza Hotel; the next 
morning was spent in seeing all the historic sights. We passed through 
the ancient gateway, roamed through the old Fort, walked along the 
sea-wall, visited the old barracks, and strolled through the narrow 
streets of tile old Spanish quarter where the buildings originally erected 
remained unchanged. We also took a view of the Ponce dc Leon hotel, 
the finest structure of the kind in the United States. It was said to have 
cost over a million of dollars. It Is built in Moorish style and furnished 
In the moat extravagant manner. Having enjoyed the sights in a i i d ^ 
around this oldest city in the country, we boarded the train and reached® 
Jacksonville the same evening. 
At Jacksonville we took the Atlanta express and all night travelled on 
our way through Georgia to Chattanooga where George lived at Hie 
time. We got to Chattanooga at 5 p. in. and found George waiting for us. 
He had engaged quarters for us at the Kennedy House. The next morning 
w-e all went to the summit of the celebrated Lookout M ountain The 
ascent is made by a cable car to the foot of the palisades and from 
there to the top by rail. The magnificence of the landscape presented 
from the top of this mountain in every direction is indescribable. Tile 
eye can cover portions of Georgia, Alabama and Tennessee. It was tile 
scene of General Hooker's “battle above the clouds" during the Civil 
war. The city spreads out like a map at your feet; the Tennessee river, 
winding and twisting around the hills can be traced for miles, and all 
battlefields in and around the city are within view. Looking north the 
chain of Missionary Ridge bounds the other side of the city. Mother 
was taken sick while we were there, but recovered strength enough to 
start homeward on the following Monday. Bidding Oeorg* goodbye, we 
travelled thy first day as far as Bristol and remained over night. The 
next day we reached Washington, Stopped at the National Hotel. The 
next morning we reached our home In Woodbcrry, happy In the memory 
of our experiences. 
CHAPTER XIX 
THE BUILDING OF THE ROBINSON CRUSOE 
In the spring of 1889, Budd came home on a visit while we were 
living in the Woodberry parsonage. He remained several weeks. He an­ 
nounced soon after his arrival tile project of building a boat that would 
meet the demand of the best class of tourists that now visited the 
Indiun River, and furnish every comfort that might be desired. This 
he could not do without advance of money from home. His estimate of 
the cost was $800 together with the sale of the "Mary I, Lewis," for 
several hundred. Much time was spent in discussing the size, shape and 
general construction of the new craft. "Robinson Crusoe" was unanimously 
chosen as the name. When he returned to Florida, lie engaged Hie ship­ 
yard of the Bessie Bros, on the St. Lucie river, and made a contract 
with them to building a sloop-yacht, under his personal supervision. 
For some months he worked with them on the vessel until it was finished. 
It was 47 feet in length and 10 in width. Tile cabin was 10 feet long 
and 15 wide. Next to this was the galley and toilet-room each 4 feet 
square, and beyond these the forecastle. Tile cabin was high enough 
to enable one to walk around without stooping. He was rigged with 
main and topsail and three jibs. The hardware, such as cables, anchors, 
wheels, and puliies, together with the sails were purchased in Baltimore 
and shipped to him. 
Naturally Annie and I took a great interest in this enterprise. She 
proposed to provide all the mattresses, pillows, sheets, blankets, comforts 
and coverlets, necessary to complete the outfit. For several months tile 
parsonage was a scene of peculiar activity We were both happy in this 
work and took pleasure in providing everything of the best and then 
putting it up in such a style as would compare wiUi the finish of the 
boat. The sheets, blankets, towels, pillow* cases and coverlets were marked 
with the initials “R C." Annie strove to do her best needlework and 
succeeded to her satisfaction. Four pillow covers remain to attest her 
handiwork and art in embroidery. These were made to adorn the bunks 
of the cabin. Tile material used was satlne blue and scarlet and on these 
she worked with yellow silk two scenes In the life of Crusoe, the discovery 
of the foot print and Crusoe teaching the parrot to talk. When laid 
on the White counterpane they made a beautiful appearance. On the 
four white counterpanes was worked an outline figure of the boat 
underran. These designs I drew on the thin paper from wliich aloofe 
worked them into the material. Tile whole outfit cost something o v e ^ ^ 
HOO not counting the work, which was indeed a labor of love. It gave 
us great pleasure to cooperate in making tile Robinson Crusoe, the 
most beautiful and comfortable boat on the Indian River. When finished 
and ready for service the cost amounted to something over $1600.00. 
For about a year the enterprise was considered financially successful. 
Tile "Crur.oe" was chartered at good prices, but a steamboat line was 
placed upon the river which absorbed the passenger traffic and thence­ 
forth the business for private sailboats was ruined. 
At one time the yacht w-as in the employ of some of the Vanderbilt 
family who were staying at tile Rockledge Hotel. Tile ladies expressed 
much admiration of mother's needlework which gave her a great 
pleasure. On another occasion she was chartered by Mr. D urant and 
wife to take them to Key West. 
This required a sail from Jupiter 
Julet by tile ocean and the trip was successfully made. Afterward-the 
boat was engaged by the Florida Gunning Company as a store boat 
A stock of goods were placed on it and Budd employed to sail up and 
dow-n the river, selling groceries and dry goods to the settlers scattered 
along the shores. For this he got a good rent and good wages for 
himself. This was in the summer of 1890. Alter he sold his place at 
Crusoe, he disposed of the yacht to a Mr. 
for the sum 
of $800 00 The timbers were getting weak, the sails were worn out 
and It was of no further use to him as he was leaving the country-.
